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Asians Win Glass 
Ceiling Lawsuit 
Against PG&E

SANFRANCISCO -Two Asian Ameri- 
icans and a Lebanese national won a job 
disciiminationlawsuit against POKE last 
imnonth in a jury decision that shocked the 
Utilities company- 

Sources WithinPG&E said that the law- 
yer JimLongsden“fellto thefoor ”with 
Shock when thejuryretumed withaverdict 
mnfavorofthethreeplaintiffs afterdeliber- 
ating for only two hours. 

The lawsuit claimed that the Plaintiffs， 
alldesign engineers, were pasSed over for 
Eromotions repeatedly，while white male 
American-borm employees two to five 
years out of college were being promoted 
Iegularly. Those passed over for promo- 
tionshadbeen at PG&E for 10to 25 years. 

Two of the three Plaintiffs, Andrew Yu 
of San Francisco and Frandquintin Talania， 
aFilipino American from Daly City, were 
awarded $100,000 each; Samir Abudayeh， 
aLebanese American from San Francisco 
Was awarded $175,000. 

Edith Benay, the attorney representing 
thethreemen,toldthejurythatYuhadbeen 
Tated by his Supervisor in 1985 as being 
immediately promotable”up 2-3 levels in 
the nextfive years. In actuality YUuwas not 
given apromotion until four years later in 
1988, shortly after he and the two others 
血 edtheirlawsuit Yuwasnotevenlisted as 
acandidate for promotion on any of the 
hydro section lists, which was his area of 
Specialization, in 1987 despitehis glowing 
Iecommendations.

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Dissidents Call For Nonviolent Revolution In China

SAN FRANCISCO - Drawing parallels 
with a_ revolutionary leader of almost 3 
hundred years ago, five leading Chinese po- 
litcal dissidents led the battle cry for a new， 
morepluralistic and democratic China Tues- 
day night during a fundraising dinner at the 
Embarcadero Hyatt Regency. 

“Years ago Dr. Sun Yat-sen came here to 
San Francisco as his first stop in the United 
States and he also got 3a _ great amount of 
Support from the Chinese American commmu- 
nity，Said Wan Runnan;, general manager of 
China's first private high-technology com- 
pany，Stone Corp， Wan was attending an 
international business conference in Hong 
Kong when he found out he was on the most 
wanted list of intellectuals after the bloody 
mijlitary attack at Tian'anmen Square.、He 
then went to Paris alcng with several other 
pro-democracy leaders. 

Sun, the first president of the Republic of 
China in 1911，iS considered the father of 
moderm China. Heisrespected inbotheGhina 
and Taiwan. Chinese in the US contributed 
heavilyto Sun sefforts earlier this centuryto 
Overthrow the Ching Dynasty. 

“Today the overseas Chinese, compatriots 
in San Francisco，have an Opportunity to 
contribute to anew China,”said Wan. 

About 1;000 people attended the $75-a- 
plate dinner SpOonsored by the Association of 
Chinese Scholars and Students at Stanford 
(ACSS9) and the Berkeley Coordinating 
Committee for China (BCCC). The event 
helped raise about $50,000. In addition， 
South Bay developer Jerry Chen donated 
$10,000, and a few others donated $1,000 
each. All funds collected from the sold-out 
event will go to the China Democratic Front 
of Paris，an international organization of 
exjlesopposedtothecurentregimein China. 
The group is headed by Chinese dissidents 
Wuerkaixi Duolaite and Yan Jiaqi. 

Thbe attendees gave the entourage ofexiles 
from Paris astanding ovation as they entered 
the hotel ballroom. Wu'erkaixi, president of 
the Beijing Student Independent Union and 
well knownforhis outspoken Speechesand a 
televised verbal confrontation with Premier 
Li Peng, looked stern as he approached the 
head table. But the 21-year-old, dressed in a 
dark blue suit， Seemed invigorated by the 
crOowd.- He smiled shyly and waved to his 
admairfers: 

Theprogram began with Temarks byrepre- 
sentatives from Chinese student 红 oups from 
UC Berkeley and Stanford University. After 
thanking the Bay Area Chinese American 
commaunity for its Support the SpOkesmen 
Voiced some of the Strongest statements yet 
by Chinese students here in the UN. 

“On behalf the Chinese Students at Stan- 
ford, I want to reiterate Our position,”said

cooperate; we will not recognlze and we Shall 
nothave adialogue with the currentregime in 
China.” 

BCCC'S Yang Jianlicalled the June 4 mas- 
Sacre “adarkbloton all mankinid .. .Today's 
gathering alSo Teaffirms OurIesolve, ”he said. 
“ettheir [those killed atTian:anmen Square] 
blood not be spilled in vain. 

The students called for everyone to _ unite 
Under the banner of the China Democratic 
Front to 人 ght for a free China. 

After a moving slide show consisting of 
Scenes from the Tian' anmen Square massacre， 
ateary-eyed Wu'erkaixi approached the po- 
dium to speak. He sighed and said “Theslide 
show，just now, led my thoughts back to 
Tian'anmen Square. 

“TSaw the city of Beijing and my school- 
mates. 工 Saw the heroic citizens of Beijing， 
Maybe many of these people we Saw are nOW 
no longer with us.” 

Wu'erkaixi，one of the most charismatic 


Student leaders of China's proxdemocracy 
movement，escaped China Soon after the 
Iassacre by way of Macao. He is currenty 
number two on Chinas Most Wanted List. 

“Those of us who are out already mnust 
Work togetherto continue what those people 
wanted to do,”he said. 

Inanimpassioned Speech, Wu”erkaixi said 
thepeopleofBeijing“stood togetherand said 
What the people wanted to Say for years. 

“We only did so very little, but they mas- 
Sacred us. We have no reason notto continue 
this grand movementthat was startedby one- 
fifth of the world's population.” 

He acknowledged that theroad to freedom 
andhumaniights in China willbealongand 
arduous one. But“the goal of the China 
Democratic Front is very simple . . . Give 
people the freedom to choose. 

“hope that all peace-loving people in the 
world will ralise their hands togetherbecause 
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peace and freedom belongs to the human 
Tace.” 

Wu'erkaixi concluded his remarks by 
quoting Sun， Therevolution is notover. We 
must contin'e.”He added，“There will be a 
day when we will set up the Goddess of 
Democracy in Tian'anmen Square.” 

Yan Jiaqi, a Chinese intellectual and a fa- 
vorite advisor to ousted Chinese COmmunist 
Party Chief Zhao Ziyang, was more firm in 
his opinion of the currentregime in China， 

“In the future of China, the one-Darty rule 
will no longer work,”he Said. The newly 
formed China Democratic Front will "unite 
Chinese people all over the world based on 
peaceful nonviolent principles.…” 

Yan, formerhead of the Insttute of Politi- 
cal ScienceattheChinese Academy ofSocial 
Sciences，listed the group'S main go0als: 
Overthrow tyranny; Protect basic human 
Tights; rebuildaRepublic of China for China， 
and establlish a federation of China that will 
give autonomous reglons Such as Tibet 3 
more formal structure for self-rule. 

The first formal meeting of the China 
Democratic Front wil be held Sept 22, Yan 
Teported. 

Wan，who has met many Tepresentatives 
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from Silicon Valley in his previous role as an 
entrepreneur from China, prOvided a lighter 
moment for the evening"s event.“It never 
oOccurred to me I Should meet you here as 3 
refugeeonaMostWantedList he said. Wan 
had called for an emergency meeting of 
China'sNational Congressto discuss Student 
demands. He downplayed his activites and 
joked that the Chinese govermment has paid 
him 3a _ great compliment by calling him 3 
counterrevolutionary. 

Su Wei, who was a member of the now- 
banned Intellectuals Autonomous Union， 
Said history seemas to be running backwards. 
Hecomparedtherevolutionary campaigns of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen with the efforts of today 'S 
political exiles from China. “Ibelieve China 
today has become the China of 100 years 
ago,”he Said. 

Calling himself “an ordinary Scholar，he 
Said“My life no longer belongs to me be- 
cause the few of us have received So much 
Support from So many people. In each of us 
[dissidents], we carry the hopes and expecta- 
tions of thousands.” 

Felk singer Joan Baez concluded the eve- 
ningbyintroducingasongshewroteinhonor 
of the movement. She wrote the Song while 
on tour in Eastern Europe. Each time she

Newspapers Split And Confused

The bloody events at Tian'anmen Square 
and subsequent developments in China have 
caused dismay and disarray among theleftall 
overthe world. In New Yorkthey haveledto 
Splits and confusion in the pro-China camp 
and the closing of the only Chinese organ of 
the left in the US and the oldest existing 
Chinese newspaper in New York，CHjana 
Daily Newy. 

After the Chinese regime regained Some 
Semblance of control in China it launched a 
vigorous campaign of disinformation and 
damage control. Abroad it has Sought to 
regain lost ground. In mid-July China's New 
China News Agency in Hong Kong brought 
the wayward 丸 en Wei Pao back into line by 
dismissing publisherLiZisong, who had led

However, the multiple financial 
ties to China also cost the paper much of the 
financial independence it enjoyed during its 
less affluent days during the late 70s. 

When CHzna Daily Newy denounced the 
Beijing regime, Street Sales of the paper Sky- 
IOcketed, but not nearly enough to offset the 
loss of income from PRC advertising and 
from the collapse of China tourism and other 
PRC connected enterprises，According to 
Cna Tinmes 册 eekiy (8/5) the New York

consulate had demanded, as the price for 3 
continued flow of funds，dismissal of the 
newspaper'S current board chairman and 
managing editor and for the paper to publish 
an announcement expressing its “Tepen- 
tance.” On top of this blow was the fact that 
earlier CHLA had broken with the paper. In 
an advertisement in Cenire Daily Newsy (7/ 
11) it denounced the Cjana Daily Newy' 
attacks on the Li Peng regime. The CHLA 
also boycotted CHina Daily Newy” annual 
board of directors meeting and its 49th anni- 
Versary celebration in early July. Thus de- 
privedofthe supportofthe paper'soldestally 
in the Chinese community and faced with a 
bleak financial future, very few options were 
left for the newspapers management. 

On July 27 the board met and, rather than 
bowing to pressure, decided to Shut down 
operations.Whetherby design orby accident 
the choice of the date of closure was just 
before Aug. 1, the 62nd anniversary of the 
founding of the People's Liberation Army. 

It is ironic that this newspaper which sur- 
Vived the battering of anti-communist perse- 
cutions andhad soloyallyand ablypromoted 
the cause ofChina in the Chinese commnunity 
these many decades，should now fall victim 
to events in that country. This closure leaves 
the PRC without any voice in the Chinese 
community except for the occasional pro- 
China editorials published in the 
unpredictable Centre Daily Newy，、Even in 
their wildest fantasies，the Taiwan KMT 
would hardly have anticipated such a wind- 
fall in lts struggle with China to win over the 
Chinese in America.

Selected forthe Shanghai Youth Team atage 
16. Following his training at the Shanghai 
Academy of Soccer he wentontostarforthe 
Shanghai City Team for six years. 

Despite alanguage barrier with his pres- 
entteammates, Qin Sexperienceand skill on 
the field is reflected by the way they work 
together. Described in a press guide as“a 
Smooth field general”Qin and his fellow 
Players communicate well enough in the 
international language of Soccer -- having 
justdefeatedtheperennially strongLA Heat 
for a berth in the Westerm Soccer League 
Championship.
